COLOIìOWS LIVE STOC; 


THE MILITIA AND COWBOYS HAVE IT 
IN POSSESSION, 


Anti the Government Orelpr* TV. it th e Prop­ 
erty lie Returned—The Indian* All at 
the Ouray A g ency—Unit« d State* Offi­ 
cia ls Inclined to Ray the Ifla me on the 
Whites—llutnors of Another lig h t. 


W ashington City, Aug 31.— A disp atch 
has be .11 received at the war dep artment, 
dated at Port Ducho<nn, Aug. 29, from Col. 
Kandlett, in which bo says: 
“Colorow and all his following are now at 
Ouray ae« *n v, fifty tnihs from Colorado, 
and manifest a disp osition to remain on their 
reservation. No more excitement among the 
Indiana .Militia and cowboys hold 390 horses 
and thousands of sheep and goal-, belonging 
to Colorow and Chip efca, Ouray's widow. 
This stock was grazing on the land claimed 
by the Indians as belonging to their ro-orva- 
tion and where they lmvo boon p ermitted by 
their agent to live for years. 
Colorado set­ 
tlers have claimed locations there and have 
at last sueeee le 1 in driving the in limn in. 
Colorow ha- not in this trouble boon « n the 
war*p atU and has made his way to the res­ 
ervation, uvffi ling hostilities as far as p as­ 
sible.” 
Com mis -oner Atkins, of the Indian office, 
also received the following disp atch from In­ 
dian Agent Byrnes, dated Ouray agency, 
Utah, Aug. 29, which threw more light on 
the situation out there: 
“Colorow and his followers are now at the 
agency. They say they ure not mad, and do 
not want to fight. 
They exp ress a w illing­ 
ness to remain on the reservation. Maj. Les­ 
lie, who fired on those Indians on the border 
of the reservation, took p ossession and ran 
off about 800 head o; the Indians’ horses that 
were grazing on the p ublic lands near tho 
reservation line. The horses were corralled 
at Eangely, Colo., by Maj. Leslie, who in­ 
formed Lieut. Burnett that hewoull hold 
them until certain Indians were delivered up 
to him. The cowboys are breaking these In­ 
dian horses for their own use. 
Unless some­ 
thing is quickly dcno these horses will not bo 
recovered. 
“I therefore request that you obtain author­ 
ity from the war dep artment to allow Col. 
Kandlett, commanding Fort Duchesne, to 
send a detail of men to bring these horses to 
the reservation, as it would t»o dangerous for 
Indians to go, ns well as agency emp loye?, as 
they would be roughly handled, being known 
to Ikj in symp athy with tho Indians. These 
Indians, when p ursued by Sheriff Kendall, 
were co in p el led to abandon 2,000 sheep , be­ 
sides large herds of goats, which should be 
recovered with tho horses. 
“These Indians, when attacked in Colorado, 
were on a p eaceful hunting exp edition, and 
they believed that they had a right finder the 
treaty of ’<4, and as understood with them 
and the commission, to hunt up on these lands 
in Colorado. Pleasj send authority by tele­ 
grap h.” 
With these dispatches before them the situ­ 
ation was carefully considered by tho presi­ 
dent, Acting Secretary Muldrow, of the in­ 
terior department, and Gen. McFoely, acting 
secretary of war, and as a result the follow­ 
ing telegraphic instructions were sent to Gov 
ernor Adams, of Colorado: 
“ Agent Byrnes, of the Uintah and Ouray 
agency, reports that Maj. Leslie has taken 
possession of 390 head of Indian horses that 
were grazing on the public lands near the 
reservation line; that he corrallel them at 
Rangely and would hold them until certain 
Indians were delivered up to him. J am di­ 
rected by the president to» request that you 
take all proper measures to deliver these 
horses to Agent Byrnes. The latter will be 
directed to take possession of the same for 
the Indians as soon as arrangements are made 
for their delivery. I also respectfully ask you 
to co-operate with Agent Byrnes in collecting 
the sheep, goats, and other property of these 
Indians with a view of restoring the same to 
them on the reservation.” 
Commissioner Atkins also sent the follow­ 
ing instruction by telegraph to Indian Agent 
Byrnes: 
“ You will, pursuant to statute, remove 
from your reservation all persons found there 
contrary to law, § nd prevent unlawful en­ 
croachments or entries thereon for any pur­ 
pose. The military will bo at once ordered 
to co-operate with you and aid you in enforc­ 
ing these instructions. The civil authorities 
of Colorado and those acting with them must 
p roceed in the maimer p rovide 1 by law for 
the enforcement of any process issued by 
state authority, and the government will, if 
the emergency arises, assist them in orderly 
and lawful effort» to enforce such p rocess. 
You will also collect and restore to the In­ 
dians on the reservation all the p rop erty 
abandoned by them. 
Governor Adams has 
been requested to direct the delivery to you 
of the hor es cap tured from the Indians and 
now held by order of Maj. Leslie.” 
The military will at once co-op erate with 
Agent Byrnes and render such assistance as 
will enable him to carry out these instruc­ 
tions. 
it i- now believed by the war and in­ 
terior dep artment officials that there is no 
danger of further collision between the state 
militia and the Indians, and that the military 
and the Indian agent will soon adjust the 
difficulty and restore p eace and tranquility 
on the border.
